SHOULD ALBERTA EXPORT 
NATURAL GAS? 


•Radio Talk By 
James Walker Gives Facts 

Speaks tor Northwest Natural 
Gas. Co. 

♦here condensed 

Should we of Alberta export 
natural gas—or should we not? 1 
believe we should. The Northwest 
Natural Gas Company plans to 
build a pipe line ta convey natural 
gas from Alberta to. Vancouver, 
via Spokane and Seattle. But first 
let me assure the people of - Al¬ 
berta—and this is an assurance 
from the Company I represent 
given to the Commission on Na¬ 
tural Gas appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta—that it is only 
a portion of the surplus gas avail¬ 
able that will be exported, and that 
portion only after providing for 
present and future requirements 
of the Province of Alberta. The 
present and foreseeable future na¬ 
tural gas requirements of the peo¬ 
ple of Alberta must be assured and 
have priority over export. 

RESERVES ARE AMPLE 

I think we all realize that there 
are vast reserves of natural gas in 
Alberta, discovered and yet to be 
discovered. Geologists tell us that 
the geological conditions in Al¬ 
berta are quite, like those in the 
large gas producing areas in the 
United States, where large re- 
serws are being continually added 
as a result of the search for oil 
andi.gas. At the present time there 
is no incentive in Alberta to ex¬ 
plore for, or develop gas fields. 
RcTcent discoveries of gas have 
been made by accident in the 
search for oil, but, unfortunately, 
these wells are being capped or 
abandoned, because there is no 
market for gas. 

What happens to reserves when 
three is an incentive to find na¬ 
tural gas? According to the Amer¬ 
ican Gas Association, the total gas 
reserves. in the United States in 
the year 192-5 amounted to only 
23 trillion cubic feet. The rapid 
expansion of pipe line transmission 
systems made a market for natural 
gas and so encouraged the search 
for new discoveries that by the 
end of 1947 the reserves had risen 
to the astounding figure of ap¬ 
proximately 166 trillion cubic 
feet. The discoveries -of natural 
gas have kept far ahead of con¬ 
sumption as a result of the search 
to supply new markets. In Alberta, 
it is reported that in the five year 
period ending 1948 an estimated 
gas reserve of 2 trillion, 800 bil¬ 
lion cubic feet of gas was discov¬ 
ered. Most of these discoveries 
were made accidentally in the 
search for oil. The suggestion of 
Dr. Link, a consulting geologist 
well know to Albertans, that the 
reserves in Alberta mjght prove to 
be 50 or even 90 trillion cubic 
feet should therefore not be pas¬ 
sed too lightly. 

RESERVES WILL INCREASE 

Dr. Hume. Dominion Govern¬ 
ment Chief Geologist, giving evi¬ 
dence recently before the Alberta 
Gas Commision in Calgary esti¬ 
mated reserves of 4.3 trillion cu¬ 
bic feet. It is a coincidence that 
Mr. W. E. Spooner, a consulting 
geologist from the United States 
Vho also gave evidence before the 
Commision. estimated the re¬ 
serves, including the Pincher 
Creek field, to be 4 trillion 900 
billion cubic feet, which is closely 
in line with Dr. Hume’s estimate. 

When wv talk in terms of ap¬ 
proximately 5 trillion cubic feet, 
let us remember that the present 
consumption in Alberta is less than 
40 billion cubic feet per annum. 
At- this rate of consumption there 
is a supply for about 120 years, 
even although no new discoveries 
are made, which is very improb¬ 
able, Present reserves will be in¬ 
creased many times if a market 
for gas is created. After all Is said 
and done markets are necessary 
gay Industrial progress. 


There are people who guestion 
the ability of geologists to measure 
the amount of gas underground. 
All sciences have made a tremen¬ 
dous advance in technical know¬ 
ledge in comparatively recent 
years and that following the extra¬ 
ordinary development in the gas 
industry in the United States dur¬ 
ing the past 20 years, geologists 
have had sufficient experience to 
arrive at scientific calculations 
which are reliable and reasonably 
accurate. The geologists them¬ 
selves are not in doqbt about this 
point. 

INDUSTRIES ENCOURAGED 

The opinion is widely expressed 
that Alberta should keep its gas 
and force new industries to locate 
in the province. As a citizen of 
Alberta, I am in the front rank of 
those who would like to see the 
province become un industrial 
centre. But up to the present time 
cheap fuel in the form of gas and 
coal has not attracted industry 
here to any marked degree. Fuel 
is not the factor in cost of pro¬ 
duction that people generally be¬ 
lieve. The overall cost in Alberta, 
excluding electric energy, is said 
to be actually less than 1 % of the 
value of fhe product. Furthermore, 
it will be obvious that gas ex¬ 
ported out of the province, say 
to Vancouver, would cost much 
more at the end of the pipe line. 
Industries seeking cheap fuel 
would, therefore, still come to Al¬ 
berta. Industries complementary to 
the gas industry would be encour¬ 
aged to locate in Alberta for the 
following reasons: It will be neces¬ 
sary to have the natural gas as it 
comes from the wells stripped of 
natural gasoline. In addition the 
propane and butane will be ex¬ 
tracted. Both propane and butane, 
if recovered in, large amounts, 
should found the basis of new in¬ 
dustries is the province. The pro¬ 
pane can be .used as bottled gas 
in the rural districts of the pro¬ 
vince. Also, propane and especially 
butane, would be available for use 
in chemical plants as raw materials 
for the manufacture of artificial 
rubber, nylon and many ’other pro¬ 
ducts. The Company has already 
been approached about the possi¬ 
bilities of extracting sulphur from 
the gas. The sulphur would be 
used to manufacture sulphuric 
acid or some other chemical pro¬ 
duct. The project of the North¬ 
west Natural Gas Company will, 
therefor stimulate and not hin¬ 
der industrial expansion. 

MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 

The project when completed will 
be one of Alberta's largest indus¬ 
tries. It will exceed any other 
company in capital investment and 
will rank among the first 12 in 
payrolls and the first 6 in cost of 
materials. It is estimated that 1 
million dollars will be paid yearly 
in Alberta in wages and that o 
further sum of $250,000 yearly 
will be paid in wages by compan¬ 
ies who supply the gas. In addition 
to payrolls, the governments would 
benifit substantially from royalty 
payments and taxes. Payment for 
rights-of-way are estimated at 
$500,000.00. 

The limitations of time will not 
permit me on this broadcast to 
give full details of, the company's 
project, particularly as to the -ben¬ 
eficial effects it will have on the 
economy of the Province of Al¬ 
berta. These are of extreme im¬ 
portance and I shall discuss them 
fully in my next radio talk on this 
siyuv station. 

The subject of gas export is of 
major importance to the people of 
Alberta and I hope that my listen¬ 
ers tonight, and others, will be 
sufficiently interested *to tune in 
again next week when I will con¬ 
tinue the discussion.

Spring is just around the cor¬ 
ner, and now is the time to check 
farm machinery and equipment 
and obtain any necessary replace¬ 
ments. There is probatdy no more 
forlorn figure that the farmer who 
has just gone to the field to seed, 
hay or harvest, only to find that 
his machine has broken down. 
Next In line for disappointment, 
says W. T. Burns, Superintendent, 
Dominion Experimental Substat¬ 
ion, Smithers, B.C., is the farmer 
who starts his repairs on the day 
he should have started his field 
work. . 

In checking over machines all 
dirt, grease and oils should be 
thoroughly washed away using ker¬ 
osene or gasoline where necessary. 
All bearings and other moving 
parts should be carefully examin¬ 
ed, and those showing signs of ex¬ 
cessive wear should be renewed. 
All bolts and setscrews used in ad¬ 
justments, should be checked for 
broken castings. These are often 
indicated by the presence of wire. 
While it may be true that the' 
machines were running fine the 
last time 'they were used, it is 
equally true that time spent 
checking them over during the 
off-season will eventually save' 
time during the busy summer sea-

WARBLE FLV CONTROL 
, As we run our hand over the 
hacks of cattle at this season of 
the year we can usually find some 
small lumps just under the skin. 
These lumps are called warbles 
and are caused by warble fly lar¬ 
vae which- have found a comfort¬ 
able resting place in the backs of 
cattle during the cold winter 
season. 

In the course- cf the next few 
weeks a small hole will appear in 
the skin over these enlargements 
indicating that tne larvae or 
grubs are about ready to emerge 
and start producing a new crop 
of warble flies. When these holes 
appear it is time to start treat¬ 
ment. The grubs will start coining 
out of the backs of theT cattle a- 
bout the end of March and, spend 
a few weeks on the ground before 
they reach the fly stage. 

By late^spring or early summer 
they wilWiavo developed into mat¬ 
ure flies. Herds of cattle with 
tails in the air will be seen gal¬ 
loping madly about the pasture 
seeking shelter from them. Warble 
flies do not bite but they certainly 
can make cattle run. Restless cat¬ 
tle do not make normal gains and 
milk production is always reduced 
when warble flies are bad. 

When grub infested cattle are 
slaughtered the extensive damage 
caused by this parasite to the tis¬ 
sues of the back region is visible 
and necessitates considerable trim¬ 
ming of the carcass. This trimming 
not only results in the loss of val¬ 
uable beef but disfigures the car¬ 
cass rendering it'less saleable. 

The holes made by warbles in 
the skin reduces the value of the 
hide. As a consequence the dam¬ 
aged -hides are graded No. 2 and 
must be sold at a'discount of at 
least one cent per pound. 

The losses from all causes at¬ 
tributable to warble flies in Can¬ 
ada have been estimated at from 
S7.000.000. to $14,000,000 annually. 
Such substantial losses would in¬ 
dicate the necessity of giving 
givater attention to the control

of this parasite. 

Modern methods of control are 
very efficient and consist of ap¬ 
plying derris root in the form of 
a wash.or spray to the backs of 
infested cattle. These applications 
must be applied w-ith some force 
in order to penetrate the holes 
made by the warble grubs. 

Start treatment about the third 
week in March when the warbles 
are a good size and. the hole 


through the skin is readily visible. 
Repeat applications every thirty 
days until no more warbles can 
be found. As warble grubs do not 
all mature at the same time three 
applications are usually required 
for complete cortrol. 

The treatment of cattle on a 
community basis is most effective, 
but where this is pot possible treat 
yoqr own cattle and encourage 
your neighbors to do likewise.
